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Field  surveys  made  by  the  B'ureau  Of  Entomology'  and' P lant" ’Quar ant ine  in 
cooperation  vlth  Stats  agricult-nral  agencies  of  Fansas,  Chlahoma,  Nebraska, 
lova^  Missouri,  Illinois,  Ohio,  Nev  York,  and  Pennsylvania  indicate  that 
hessian  fly  infestations  ere  lo\r  in  California,  C o lor  ado,  “ western  and  south- 
central  Nebraska.,  ■western  and  eastern  Fajisas,  north'westsrh"  0klaho2]:ia,  lo'wa, 
Missouri,  Arkansas,  north,  central,  and  southwestern 'Illinois,  Michigan, 
northern  Indiana,  northern  Ohio,  New  York,  Pennsylvania^ ' Delaware , Maryland^ 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia,  Infestations  are  moderate  in 
north -central  and  eastern  Nebraska,  central  Eansas,  ncrth-central  and  north- 
eastern Oklahoma,  southeastern  Illinois,  southern  Indiana,  southern  Ohio, 
east  and  south -central  Tennessee,  New  Jersey,  and  Virginia,  heavy  in- 
festations, follo^-ring  an  outbreak  of  the  fly  reported  ^early  in  "April  by 
L.  B.  Scott  and  N,  A,  Price,  .occur  in  western  and  eastern  Eentucky  and 
north -central  Tennessee. 


With  the  exception  of  Kentuck;}’  and  Tennessee,  the  infestations  are 
not  considered  abnormally  tiireatehing.  However , "the ‘general 'observance 
of  the  safe -seeding  dates  is  recommended. 

The  data  simimarized  in  the  follo'wing  table,  and  the  accompanying  map, 
indicate  more  fully  the  regions  covered  by  the  s'^urvey  and  the  general  trend 
of  infestations.
